Mr. Nason’s Yield. 

Wm. E. Nason, the retiring president of 
the club, planted from the first shipment, cut- 
ting his seed early, but as it showed little sign 
of life, delayed planting till the last of May ;

rod, with hills thirty inches apart, dropped 
upon plenty of well pulverized stable manure 
in the hill. The seed was a long time break- 
ing ground, but most of it came up before 
digging time. The tops were very rank, but 
the last of July they were struck by blight.

| They were all worm eaten, more or less, and 
many were too small for market; none were

| Monroe Morse, who for years, has con- 
| tended with Mr. Squire for the championship 
among the potato growers of the town, came 
| in fourth in weight of crop, but third in value 
and general appearance. His yield was {1 
pounds of sound potatoes of good, average 
| size, and smooth, with a few pounds of rotten 
ones. The yield per acre of sound potatoes 
was 2423 bushels. Soil good, moist loam, 
nearly level, and grew potatoes the year pre- 
ceding, with Darling's fertilizer. This year, 
spread 24 to 3 cords per acre, of extra quality 
stable manure ploughed in, and one ton of 
Darling's fertilizer per acre scattered in the 
drills, which were made five tothe rod.

Jason Tower applied seven to eight cords 
of good stable manure per acre, upon dry, 
sandy land. Ploughed deep and well, and 
spaded the ground eight inches deep for the 
| furrows, which were three feet apart. Laid 
horse-bedding straw over the seed before 
hauling on dirt, to keep the crop clean, and 
to prevent injury from drought. 
covered four inches, and were fourteen inches 
apart in the drill. There was not a more 
promising field of potatoes in town, till they 
were struck by the blight the first of August, 
nor & more unpromising one three days later. 
‘The yield was forty-two pounds of very small, 
| poor potatoes. 

A. W. Cheever, who came out ahead in 
the previous trial, with 448 bushels of Early 
Rose per acre, had but one ahead of the 
poorest experiment in this trial. Fifty-five 
pounds of sound potatoes, and more rotten 
than sound ones, of market size, constituted 
his yield in field culture, with five rows to 
the rod; planted on dry, gravelly loam, on 4 
hillside much exposed to the hot, midday sun, 
and with about eight cords of stable manure 
worked in by deep cultivation; a handful of 
Darling’s fertilizer sprinkled in the drill to 
each three pieces of seed, planted a foot 
apart, equal to a half ton per acre, gave a 
very vigorous growth of vines, but late plant- 
ing, May 21st, and the blight of August Ist, 
made the season too short, and diminished 
the yield and injured the quality. 

The most valuable conclusion that can be 
drawn from this trial, seems to be that com- 
mercial fertilizers are safer than stable ma- 
nure for growing potatoes, especially in sea- 
sons when the blight strikes the vines when 
growing. It also appears that for a rank-grow- 
ing variety, like the Mammoth Pearl, which 
produces a great growth of vines, ordinary 
open field culture will give as large, and bet- 
ter yields than close planting in garden beds. 
The experiments also show conclusively, that 
if farmers would be insured against rot, they 
must plant early, and use only such varieties 
as will be sure to ripen before the usual sea- 
son for the blight to attack the vines. But so 
long as a knowledge of the future is withheld 
from the planter, experiments will continue to 
be made with varieties having a greater pro- 
ductive capacity than the extra early sorts, 
and in favorable seasons followed by the most 
satisfactory results.

HOUGHTON FARM. 





Corn Premiums. 

As ‘‘Houghton Farm” is likely to be heard 
from quite frequently in the near future, per- 
haps it may be well to give our readers a few 
words concerning it. Houghton Farm is owned 
by Mr. Lawson Valentine, a gentleman well 
known among carriage men as a manufacturer 
of the best quality of varnishes made in this 
country, or inthe world. Like many others 
who have been successful in business, Mr 
Valentine takes great interest in. matters re- 
lating to agriculture, and has an earnest desire 
to do something that shall place farmers upon 
a higher plane, both financially and socially, 
than they have generally occupied in the past 
The farm which has been purchased for the 
double purpose of a summer home for Mr. 
Valentine and his family, and an experiment, 
station, contains six hundred acres and lies in 
Orange County, N. Y., near the Hudson riv- 
er and but a few miles west of the Military 
Academy at West Point. Prof. Manly Miles, 
for many years connected with the Michigan 
Agricultural College, has been secured to fill 
the oflice of Director of the experiment sta- 
tion, and Maj. Henry E. Alvord of Easthamp- 
ton, Mass., a gentleman already well known 
to many of our readers, has been called to 
take the general management of the entire es- 
tate. 

Most of the work thus far done has been 
preparatory. Choice selections of horses, 
cattle and sheep have been made, and the dai- 
ry products have already gained a reputation 
in New York city. A plot containing over 
six acres has been set apart for a series of ex- 
periments in the cultivation of field corn. 
The land has been underdrained and made as 
nearly uniform in character as possible, and is 
now laid out into thirty or more p!ats of one- 
fifth of an acre each, and upon which corn will 
be grown through a series of years upon dif- 
ferent fertilizers, and exact records made and 
kept of all possible variations in fertilizer, 
methods, and crop, and when anything of val- 
ue has been learned it willbe given to the pub- 
Mr. Val- 
entine desires that these experiments shall re- 


lic through the press in some form. 


ceive the attention specially of the young men 
who are soon to becoine the food producers of 
the country. It was partly with this end in 
view, that, in connection with Prof. Miles and 
Maj. Alvord, both of whom have spent many 
years teaching youth, an arrangement was 
made to have a gathering of farm boys at 
Houghton Farm on the 


» 


nd ult, to celebrate 
Washington's birthday in a manner somewhat 
different from usual custom on such occasions. 
Invitations to the reception were extended to 
all the boys in Orange County, through ad- 
vertisement in the county papers and other- 
wise, and during the forenoon of the 22nd the 
railroad trains and private carriages brought 
together some five hundred visitors, the ma- 
jority being boys, and representing almost ev- 
ery section of that excellent farming and dairy 
county. 

Atter spending an hour or two looking about 
the farm and inspecting the buildings and 
stock, # meeting was held in the large barn 
and an address delivered by Maj. Alvord ap- 
propriate to the time and place, after which 
he read the following letter from the proprie- 
tor, which will further explain the object of 
the undertaking :

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Dr. Miles then invited the boys to an object 


lesson in his rooms, where by the use of his 


stereopticon he interested them for two or 
three hours with views of animals, good and 
bad, butter globules, etc., not forgetting to 
explain, as he went along, the object of such 
exhibitions. At one o'clock, lunch was served 
and then followed short speeches from invited 
guests of the press and others, but the lead- 
ing feature of the day and the one not to be 
forgotten for one year at least, was the read- 
ing of an announcement of prizes to be given 
to the Orange County boys who shall excel as 
corn growers during the coming summer. 
They are to be known as the Houghton Farm 
Corn Premiums for boys, and are to be award- 
ed under the auspices of the Orange County 
Agricultural Society during the year 1882. 
They were read by Maj. Alvord, and as the 
conditions accompanying them are more to our 
mind than any rules we have ever examined, 
we give them entire for the benefit of others 
who may have propositions to make in a simi- 
lar direction. 


Five premiums are offered for the best crops of 
Indian corn raised on plots of land of one-fourth of 
an acre, viz: $25, $20, $15, $10 and 35. Competi- 
tion for these premiums is open to any boy in Or- 
ange county, N. Y., who shall be less than 18 years 
of age on the first day of May, 1882. All competi- 
tors must conform to the following conditions :— 

First—Boys wishing to compete must send to 
the Secretary of the society, D. A. Morrison, of 
Montgomery, on or before the first day of May, 
1882, their full name, age, postoffice address and a 
careful description of the location and character of 
the quarter acre which is to be cultivated, stating 
what crop was on the ground in 1881, and when 
the piece was last ploughed. 

Second—With the exception of ploughing, all 
the work on the land and crop, including harvest- 
ing, must be performed by the competitor himself 
in every case. And all competing who are over 16 
years old the first of May, must do their own 
ploughing. It must be a condition that the owner 
of the land cultivated shall in every case agree in 
advance to give the boy doing the work, at least 
half of the full crop produced, that all competitors 
may be rewarded for their industry, although only 
a few can win tho prizes. 

Third—Any variety of field corn may be chosen 
for seed and any method of manuring and cultiva- 
tion may be used. 

Fourth—On or before the first day of November, 
1882, every competitor must send to the Secretary 
of the society a full statement of his work, to in- 
clade the time and manner of ploughing, manur- 
ing and preparing the land, quantity and kind of 
manure, date of planting, quantity and kind of 
seed, method and frequency of cultivation, date of 
tasselling and time of harvesting. Also a state- 
ment of the full weight of the entire crop of grain, 
the same to be signed by two witnesses who shall 
see the corn harvested and weighed, giving the date 
of weighing. The committee of awarf will esti- 
mate the number of bushels from the total weight. 
Also a statement of the weight of stalks, witnessed 
in like manner; for this purpose one-eighth of the 
shocks may be fairly selected, weighed and the 
whole quantity of fodder then calculated (the cost 

of the crop, item by item, will add interest to any 
competitor’s statement, but this will not influence 
the award.) 

Fifth—At such time and place as the officers of 
the County Society may designate, between the 
middle of October and the close of the year, due 
notice being given, the competitors shall each ex- 
hibit a bushel of average ears, and a peck of shelled 
corn, accompanied by a a signed by one or 
both of the witnesses to the harvesting of the corn, 
certifying that the specimens are a fair sample of 
the whole crop. 

Sixth—The fields entered for competition will be 
visited at least twice during the growing season, by 
persons named for the purpose by the President of 
the County Society, and the visitors will measure 
the land, examine the crops and make a written 
report in every case. The committee of award, to 
be chosen by the officers of the society, will make 
their decision before the close of the year, taking 
into consideration the statement of the competitors, 
the reports of the visiting committees, and the sam- 
ples of corn exhibited. 

Seventh—The number of premiums awarded will 
depend in a measure upon the number of entries 
for competition; there must be at least twenty en- 
tries, and fifteen reports rendered, to secure the 
award of the five premiums. For nine reports, the 








lst, 3d and 5th premiums will be awarded, and in 
like proportion for a greater or less number of 


competitors. The object being to stimulate as ma- 
ny boys as possible to undertake the careful culti- 
vation of corn, and to see what a quarter of an 
acre of Orange county land will produce of this 
standard American crop.

GARDEN SEEDS. 





The seedsmen are out with their attractive 
illustrated catalogues of seeds, and the usual 
amount of new sorts that are offered at high 
prices ‘‘by the packet only” that are sure to 
be the best, earliest, and most productive, etc. 
The seedeman is a very useful person; to his 
enterprise we are indebted for many new val- 
uable vegetables and flowers, and when we 
can’t do better we always go to him for seeds, 
and sometimes are not disappointed with the 
results of using such seeds as he sells; but 
auy gardener of experience knows that the 
best seeds of some kinds never get into bis 
hands, or ‘‘hardly ever.” The reason is evi- 
dent; it costs too much care and trouble to 
produce the best seeds of cucumbers, melons, 
cabbage, onions, and some other sorts, they 
do not sell high enough in market to pay for 
the trouble of producing them. 

The care needed for producing onion seed, 
for example, ‘‘with a pedigree” that is sure to 
produce early ripe bulbs with no scullions, and 
that will keep well, is so great that no garden- 
er could do it for $4 to $6 per pound, the 
usual price in market, and yet any one who 
proposes to grow onions can better afford to 
pay $20 per pound for such seed than to ac- 
cept as a free gift the ordinary good seed of 
the stores. With cabbage it is the same; 
when it has been selected with proper care, 
not one plant in a hundred will fail to produce 
a good head, and with no more labor or ex- 
pense than is required to grow the same num- 
ber of stumps and bunches of leaves from in- 
ferior seed. Even the best seedsmen often 
disappoint us with their cabbage seeds. They 
no doubt do the best they can and I do not 
dispute their honest intentions, but a good 
farmer can do better. In general there is less 
difficulty in buying good seeds of peas, beans, 
corn and potatoes than of the vegetables men- 
tioned above, but care in the selection of all 
vegetable seeds is well worth the effort and 
time required, if one cares to prosper. 

Where a large variety of vegetables are 
grown, as is the case upon most market gar- 
dens, it would be too much of a burden to 
grow and save all seeds required upon the 
farm ; it is usual for each farmer in any neigh- 
borhood to make a specialty of some sorts of 
seed, and his neighbors usually depend upon 
him for such seeds, and grow others to ex- 
change or sell; thus in the village of Arling- 
ton, large quantities of most excellent seeds 
are grown by the farmers, that never find their 
way to market, and are sold at very high prices 
to those who know their worth. The seeds- 
man, however, should not be blamed unjustly, 
he often has to bear the blame for seeds fail- 
ing, when the fault lies only with the ignorant 
or careless hand who plants them. Seeds that 
are as good as can be grown will fail to come 
up when they are covered too deeply, or when 
not covered enough, or when the weather is 
too cold or dry or wet. 

In general, fine seeds should be covered 
very lightly and kept moist by watering or 
mulching. Tender seeds should not be sown 
too early in spring unless one cares to be at 
the risk of replanting in case of failure. The 
lima bean is often sown too early and too care- 
lessly, it should have the eye carefully placed 
down in planting. Corn sometimes fails in 
cold storms as well as cucumbers and melons 
and has to be replanted. The covering of 
seeds planted early in spring should be light, 
not more than half as much as is required lat- 
er in the season when the ground is hot and 
dry.

SHALL I BUILD A BARN CELLAR? 

If you were under the necessity of building a 
new barn, would you build a manure cellar be- 
neath it? Why? How would you carry off the 
gases from fermentation? In my case, the ma- 
nure can not be drawn frequently during the win- 
ter, as it has to be drawn over a small river that is 
not frozen over in winters like the present. D.

RemMarks.—We would about as soon builda 
barn without a stable as to build a stable without 
a cellar under it for the manure. If plenty of dry 
earth or other absorbents are used for bedding the 
cattle, the manure will not be offensive stored in 
the cellar beneath. Manure, if trodden upon by 
hogs, seldom ferments enough to do much harm. 
If ventilators are thought necessary, they can be 
easily made by making square boxes that will 
reach from cellar to roof, somewhat like a chim- 
ney. It may have openings in any part of the 
barn, cellar, or stables. Where barn cellars once 
come into general use in a community, they are 
seldom discarded. Vermont farmers have done 
without cellars too long, but they are now on the 
increase in all parts of the State. 





RUCKWHEAT POR PLOUGHING IN. 

How much seed of buckwheat should be sown 
to the acre for the purpose of ploughing the crop 
under? Can it be sown after a crop of winter rye 
has been harvested, or, in other words, how long 
does it take to grow? If sown in the spring, how 
early can it be put in? SUBSCRIBER,

Remarks.—As buckwheat seed is rather small 
and the plants grow large and spreading, a bushel 
of seed will on good land make a very heavy 
growth. It grows very quickly and there would 
be plenty of time after a crop of winter rye had 
been harvested if the seed is got in immediately. 
It does not like cold weather and should not be 
sown in spring till all danger of frost is passed.

Speaking of marking down weights on butter 
Statute law in Massachusetts makes it obligatory 
on every man selling articles by weight or meas- 
ure, to have his scales, weights, measures, etc., 
sealed every year, and their correctness certified to 
by a sworn officer; if this is neglected, it is a good 
defence in a court of law, for any 
we are obliged to sue for his bill.

careful to weigh everything over. Farmers, as & 
general thing, use cheap and inaccurate spring- 
balances, or steelyards; again they do not weigh 
their butter into the tubs,—they soak a firkin and 
weigh it, marking the weight on it; then they put 


full they weigh the whole thing, and what isn’t 
firkin is butter. I have boughta good deal of salt 
that way. There are six tubs of butter in my 
correspondent’s own residence, that, weighed on 
the city scales, by a sworn weigher, are found to 
weigh from 34 to 44 pounds less than they are 
marked; or about 6 per cent, which is more than 
the commission comes to. You can see them if 
you will do me the favor to call. The consignor 
of that butter has been notified that it will be sold 
at actual weight, or he may remove it by paying 
weigher’s fees and other expenses that I am out of 
pocket on it. 

Your correspondent has also a story of a man 
who got a higher price for bis butter, by packing 
and marking it in imitation of his neighbor's style 
of doing things. That is not strange; his neigh- 
bor had a reputation which he had not yet gained. 
That reputation had been worked for and acquired, 
and was part of the man’s business capital; the 
other’s butter may have been justas good, but, 
like a great many other things, butter can not be 
sold strictly on its merits. I have dairies that I 
have had for years, that will “sell themselves ;” 
my customers know them, and it is useless for me 
to try to convince them that some other dairies are 
as good. Your own experience, Mr. Editor, in 
selling your butter, must have shown you that 
reputation for uniform excellence of quality, and 
for certainty of a regular supply, are highly im- 
portant considerations in respect to the price real- 
ized, and that the acquiring of such reputation is a 
work of time and patience, and attended with 
many discouragements. 

Now as to advertising; the class of consignors 
we get by that means, is not exactly what we 
want. The farmer who is making a good article 
of butter, or other product, in quantities sufficient 
to make it pay for the handling, is going to look 
round among his friends and neighbors till he 
hears of a commission house which has a good 
reputation. Such houses prefer to have their name 
spread among the farmers, by the quiet good 
words of customers and consignors, rather than by 
the Barnum method of horn-blowing. A mere 
business card in the agricultural papers is enough, 
just to keep their name and location before the 
people. Quack doctors always advertise more 
largely than educated physicians, and always pick 
up a different class of customers. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, permit meto say, 
that I do not believe honesty to be a quality that 
is confined to the farmers, nor do I claim that pro- 
duce dealers have a monopoly of it, but I do be 
lieve that ‘there is a great deal of human nature

HOW OATMEAL IS MADE, 


Hints on the Growth and Cultivation of Oats 





The rapidly increasing use of, and demand 
for, oatmeal, says the New York /'imes, is 
creating a corresponding inquiry for plump, 
heavy oats. Hitherto American oats, have 
been too light and chaffy for making meal. 
The culture of this crop has been careless, 
and little attention has been given to im- 
proving the quality and weight of the grain 
Scotch and Irish oats often weigh 50 to 55 
pounds to the measured bushel. Of 
we cannot hope to compete in our hot, dry 
climate with that of those places which are 
cool, moist, and admirably suited the 
growth of oats. But as we sow we shall reap, 
and it has been eatisfactorily proved that 
heavy seed sown will produce heavy grain for 
some years, and, with good treatment—that 
is, with manuring liberally, and with careful 
culture of the soil—the crop will deteriorate 
only very slowly. Our neighbors in Canada 
produce oats of 45 pounds to the bushel, and 
oats have been grown here weighing 47 pounds 
to the bushel, from seed of the same weight, 
imported from New Brunswick. So that: 
a question of seed and culture with this crop, 
precisely as it is with all others. If we de 
to grow oats suited for making meal, we have 
a market for the grain, and in any case a far- 
mer should desire to grow heavy grain, al- 
though he may feed his product on his farm. 
As a hint toward this result, we give the fol- 
lowing particulars regarding the manufacture 
of oatmeal, taken trom the American Miller

the meal is the removing from the oats al! 
cockle, small oats, and foreign seeds of what- 
ever kind, for if any of these remain the qual- 
ity of the meal is much injured. Black oats, 
even of good quality, give a bad appear-

It is an old saying that Vermont State 
to be born in, but I think it a good State to live in 
as well. Only think for a moment, that we are 
living in a State that has the reputation of having 
and breeding the best horses, and the best Merino 
sheep in the world; and did you ever stop to con 
sider how much care and anxiety it has given our 
breeders to secure this reputation of having the 
best?

A GATE AND A FENCE.

A constant reader, who remembers 


Paul's excellent precept, ‘‘forget not to com 
municate,” writes of a farm field-gate in us 
for a year, which works better and easier, and 
promises to last longer than any of many pat 
terns that have been hitherto tried. The ra 
of it (excepting the upper and lower, and 
they are light,) are barbed wires. There 

no resistance of air or wind, no lodging of 
snow, and the barbs are a standing hint to all 
to ‘‘handle me tenderly.” There is no slam- 
ming or jerky side strain, because of the light- 
ness and non-resistance, yet the gate always 
falls to with readiness and certainty. Boys 
don't ride it, and thus it is saved from another 
main cause of dislocation and dissolution. . . . 
It is but a step from a gate to a fence, and one 
is being made which promises extra strength 
and permanence. Great virtues of chestnut 
timber, that has sprouted up thickly and rap- 
idly, after a general felling, are its straight- 
ness, both of stem and grain, and the facility 
with which it can be split and dressed. The 
young wood, although so rapidly grown, is 
very durable; rails lasting well for fifty years, 
or until worn gradually away by weathering, 
after the manner of sandstone. The rails tor 
this fence are of split chestnut, slightly d 
ed. The pickets are sawed from the larger 
stems, and the posts are also chestnut, in 
lack of locust; they are almost as enduring 
if of young sound wood, cut down about mid- 
summer and stripped of bark, but not trim- 
med till the leaves dry, because these help 
the seasoning, by exhausting the cells of the 
wood. All the stuff is whitewashed, or, pret- 
erably, soaked in the limy water, before be- 
ing put up. Judging trom the effect of such 
a soaking on shingles and pickets, many years 
ago, the wood will retain a light gray color, a 
bard, firm, clean surface, and will resist de- 
cay from exterior as well as interior influen- 
ces. Pickets cut at the sawmills from waste 
pieces, mostly hemlock and sapwood, are com- 
paratively not worth nailing on, and hemlock 
(spruce) rails are not worth nailing into. 
The fence, as put up, looks strikingly well, a 
bright ‘‘silver lining” encircling a high piece 
of swelling ground.—\V. }. Tribune. 
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To Break ur Sitting Hens.—Do not 
drench them in water, nor put them in a bar- 
rel with an inch or two of water in the bot- 
tom, nor tie them up by one leg to a tree, nor 
any of these cruel practices, which our fathers 
in their ignorance used, to quench the natural 
instinct; but take them from the nest, put 
them in a large coop in the open air, under a 
shade tree, if the weather is warm, and feed 
them largely with everything, including baked 
bones, that you give to your laying hens. In 
many cases the fowl commences to sit when 
she is in good condition to keep on laying 
eggs, if we can but get the notion out of her 
head that she must be aclucking mother. She 
needs, perhaps, the material for egg shells, 
which may be easily supplied. Furthermore, 
she should not be put in a small coop, where 
she will not obtain exercise ; better put her in 
a pen having no floor, but loose earth, where 
she may scratch for a living. Activity will 
tend to forgetfulness of the sitting fever or 
desire to sit. It is well to provide also for 
social activity, and to this end a cock may be 
introduced to a pen where sitting hens are 
kept. He will talk with his own language, 
scratch with the would-be sitters, and soon 
eggs will be found, when you may be sure 
that the time has come for more freedom.— 
Poultry Yard. 





Sow1NG IN THE SuapE.—Thomas Meehan, 
in his seed catalogue, just published, says that 
most failures with seed arise from not sowing 
in partial shade. If the hot sun bursts upon 
the seed beds while the seeds are swelling, 
and cold follows, many may rot before the 
plants reach the surface. For large quanti- 
ties, artificial arbors, tall enough to work 
under, are employed. For smaller quantities, 
brushwood, or the thin shade of cornstalks, or 
of a skeleton frame, answers well. Lattice 
frames may be employed to exclude birds. 
Many kinds of seeds, with experienced per- 
sons, do not require shade; but for others, 
shade is always recommended. Very early 
sowing is important. With seeds which do 
not grow till the second season, the ground 
should be kept clean and shaded the summer 
through. These hints will do to remember 
for next spring’s operations.

COLLEGE BONGS, 
Origin and History of Bome of the More Fa- 
miliar Ones, 

The two very entertaining concerts by the 
Yale Glee Club were full of the college smack 
and flavor and may be taken as a favorable 
illustration of the peculiar song singing which, 
in the course of the last thirty years or so, 
has come to be a peculiar featnre in the Amer- 
ican schools. There were in the ancient days 
chapel choirs and musical clubs of cne sort 
and another among the students, and it may 
be that even the first undergraduates of Har- 
vard got up a quartet occasionally, for which, 
according to Dr. Holmes, their number was 
just sufficient. Sacred music could never be 
out of style in colleges founded primarily for 
the education of ministers, and young men in 
schools picked up songs both grave and gay 
and sung them there as they might sing them 
elsewhere, but, in the course of the last three 
or four decades, a type of distinct college 
songs has grown up, and vocal music has been 
developed to such an extent that it would be 
hard to find a bachelor of arts among us who 
has not at least been accustomed to join in the 
chorus—sometimes with serious consequences 
to the same—when his classmates have lifted 
up their voices in song. 

College music can hardly be called original 
so far as composition is concerned, for it is 
almost universally an adaptation of some old 
air to new words. ne of the earliest student 
songs that became popular in this country 
was ‘Benny Havens, 0,” so named in honor 
of a Mr. Benjamin Havens, who kept a small 
mercantile establishment in the vicinity of 
West Point, wherein he supplied jorums of 
punch and other commodities to tbe truant 
cadets at unseemly hours of the night. The 
air was the one to which, in later years, the 
Irish ‘‘Wearing of the Green” has been sung. 
Almost every Eastern college had a local song 
of its own, which went to the tune of ‘‘Benny 
Havens.” 

For the introduction of the college song 
proper in this country we are, more than to 
any other one man, indebted to Mr. R. Storrs 
Willis, who is now a resident of this city. 
After graduating in the Yale Class of ‘41 he 
spent six years in Germany, and on his re- 
turn took up his abode for a while in New 
Haven, and taught the students there the 
Latin song of **Gaudeamus,” which he had 
learned among the German universities. 
‘*Gaudeamus” soon came to be regarded by 
the Yale boys with about the same teeling as 
Englishmen have for ‘*God Save the King,” 
or the French Republicans for the ‘*Marseil- 
laise.” It is sung on all occasions of festivity 
and of sorrow, and it has served more than 
once as a veritable war song when battles 
have been impending with the ‘‘townies.” 

Harvard was not slow to catch the singing 
spirit, and in the course of a few vears the 
students of all the larger HMastern colleges had 
extensive repertories of song, which they 
gave in society halls, in all accidental gather- 
ings on the college grounds, and most of all, 
perhaps, while indulging in the classical pas- 
time of sitting on the fence. One of the 
most beautiful of all was another imported 
Latin song, ‘*Lauriger Horatius,” which made 
its appearance at Yale about the year 1850. 
A dozen years later some Southern students 
gave the air to the words, ‘‘My Maryland,” 
which became the most popular of the songs 
of the rebellion. The original ‘‘Lauriger,” 
as well as ‘*Gaudeamus” ‘‘Integer Vitw,” and 
several other of the best college songs, was 
arranged and published in sheet form by Mr. 
Willis, and of late years they have been fre- 
quently republished in collecti 
songs, sometimes with, and sometimes with- 
out, permission and acknowledg 

“Fair Harvard” is given the place of honor 
at Cambridge, and **The Lone Fish Ball,” 
**It’s a way we have at old Harvard,” 
dee,” and ‘‘}a-be-bi-bo-bu,” appear among 
the less solemn songs, and George I. Root’s 
“There’s Music in the Air” among the senti- 
mental ones. Of the early ‘ 
that came into vogue were *‘Shool,” ‘*Co-cha- 
che-lunk,” and **The Sheepskin” (to the tune 
of ‘*A Little More Cider.”) These have been 
supplemented by others, until their number is 
legion, as the experiences of the two nights 
at Merrill Hall will attest, and they are heard 
at Ann Arbor and all other Western colleges 
witb no loss.of their pristine spirit and 
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“ponsense songs 


and vigor. 
Even now a glee club of Marietta is giving a 
series of concerts through Ohio, and probably 
the tuneful representatives of other colleges are 
also ‘on the road.’ 

Operatic airs are made to do service, as in 
the case of the ‘Trumpet Sony’ “9 
Puritani,” which is frequently joined to the 
words of secret society songs, and sometimes 
to the Latin words of ‘‘Lauriger;” and such 
odd conjunctions as *‘Mary had a little lamb, 
shouting the battle cry of freedom” are not 
uncommon. ‘The wearisome old *'(;reenville” 
is divorced from ‘‘Far from mortal cares re- 
treating,” and made almost tolerable with the 
words, ‘Saw my leg off, short,” the two final 


notes of each strain of the tune being omitted. 
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The ‘Menagerie’ has done good service, 

with the well known chorus: 

The elephant now goes round, the band begins to 
play.

The ‘‘Derby Ram” and ‘‘Bingo” are adap- 
tations of old English school songs, familiar 
to young Britons generations ago. The song 
of **Peter Gray,” which was rendered by the 
Yale Club here, with some variation from the 
music as first written, ought to possess a local 
interest, for in its original shape it was a se- 
rious song called ‘Pleasant Michigan,” of 
which the last word in the refrain was length- 
ened to ‘‘Michiyan-i-a-a-a.”. The burlesque 
“Vilikins and Dinah,” borrowed by some of 
the colleges from the old Bowery Theatre, 
was in like manner a rustic sentimental song 
of the old school, called ‘‘Sir William and 
Diana.” ‘Springfield Mountain” was familiar 
in Western Massachusetts before the college 
boys took it up. The air to which Kirke 
White’s bymn ‘‘When marshalled on the 
nightly plain” is usually sung has a singular 
effect when the words of the ‘‘Three Crows” 
are deaconed off to it, after the fashion of 
‘*Bohunkus.” 

If there is any music in this country, out- 
side of the well worn Ethiopian melodies now 
out of fashion, which can be said to consti- 
tute a distinctively American school, perhaps 
there is none better entitled to be so reckon- 
ed than that composite product of the musical 
geniuses in the schools of America now known 
as college songs.— Detroit Post. 





THE GREATEST SPEED. 

A critical examination of the speed of Eng- 
lish railroad trains—writes a correspondent— 
does not sustain the commonly-accepted no- 
tion of their great velocity, nor prove that 
progress in accelerating speed which was to 
be looked for in the country where the rail- 
road was born and cradled. The famous 
“Flying Dutchman,” on the Great Western 
Railroad, makes the run from London to Exe- 
ter, one hundred and ninety-four miles, in 
four hours and fourteen minutes. With four 
stops, it attains a speed of forty-six miles an 
hour. 

A train on the Great Northern Railroad, 
the Leeds Express, does better. It makes 
the distance from London to Leeds, one hun- 
dred and eighty-seven miles, in four hours— 
almost forty-seven miles an hour—with four 
stops. 

The train carrying the Irish mail to Holy- 
head, over the London and Northwestern 
Line, and dubbed years ago ‘*The Wild Irish- 
man,” has now sunk into comparative obscuri- 
ty, with its rate of a little less than forty miles 
an hour. 

The competition over several of the great 
lines to the populous Scotch cities, leads to 
some fast schedules. The morning express 
on the Great Northern Road, makes only four 
stops along the line from Edinburgh, three 
hundred and ninety-five miles, and flies over 
the whole distance in nine hours, with the av- 
erage rate of almost forty-four miles an hour; 
and on the Midland line the Scotch Express 
runs the four hundred and twenty-five miles 
to Glasgow with a speed of forty and one-half 
miles an hour. These are the four swiftest 
trains in England, and, as will be seen, the 
Leeds Express, with its rate of forty-seven 
miles an hour, is the fleetest of them all. 
Three out of the four trains probably beat the 
running time for the same distance on any 
other roads in the world. 

They are all, however, far outstripped for 
a shorter distance by the train on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, which leaves Jersey City at 
4:10 P. M., and makes the run of about 
eighty-eight miles to Philadelphia in one hun- 
dred minutes, with one stop at Trenton. The 
fifty-two and eight-tenths miles an hour, made 
by this American train, is probably without 
parallel in the schedule time of any railroad 
company on the globe. It may be mentioned 
that the fast trains, recently put on by the 
Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt roads between 
New York and Chicago, compare well as to 
time with the long runs on the English and 
Scotch lines, and more than double them in 
distance, 








On both the American and English systems 
of railroads, it must also be remembered that 
for short stretches of straight track, with good 
roadbed and favoring grades, a speed of sixty 
miles or more an hour is not very uncommon. 
The ordinary time of passenger trains on the 
British railroads does not vary much, if any, 
from the speed of the corresponding trains on 
our steel-railed lines—about thirty-five miles 
an hour for express, and twenty-five miles for 
accommodation trains. — Philadelphia De- 
spatch.

The interest shown in the droll doings and 
amusing observations of little folks, is proved 
by the success of recent works on the subject. 
Many of us us have some time or another 
heard children come out with as comical 
things as any, invented or otherwise, that we 
see chronicled.
